REMARKS 

In the Final Action, the Bums patent (U.S. No. 3,734,110) was relied on for disclosing 
the legs adjacent to the piUar members when the telescoping roof rack assembly is moved to the 
retracted position. However, even if the Bum s patent were combine* with the Boudah patent 
(U.S No. 5,143,415) as proposed by the Examiner, this combination would still not teach or 
suggest the claimed legs, m particular, with attention to the Boudah patent (Figure 2 - Bottom 
Figure), the proposed combination would include stanchion 11 and upright member 10 attached 
to opposue ends of tube 17. For this reason, when the proposed combination is moved to its 
retracted position, the stanchion 1 1 and upright member 10 would be offset from each other by at 
least one length of the tube 17 and therefore would not be adjacent to each other. Moreover the 
proposed combination would omit the claimed second pair of support rails. Also, in this regard 
the rear stanchion 1 1 would not be adjacent to the cab but rather offset from the passenger cab by 
at least one length of tube 17.

In rejecting claim 4!, it waa stated that the Bunts paten, discloses the root having a ton, 
portton and a rear portion, with a roof rack portion attached ,o and extending a!ong .he ftont 
portton and the rear portion. However, in the Bums paten., the reck .herein is attached only to a 
■ear portion of the roof and extends across on,y the same, m other worts, in the Bums paten,, 
•he reck ts nenher attached ,o nor extending acres, tite ton, portion of «he ra of For tins reason 
the Bums rack is substantially different than the claimed invention. 
Conclusion; 

In view of tite foregoing, i, is submitted ,ha, all of the claims remaining ln me case 
namely Caims 2,-33 and 35-47 are ,„ proper foon and patently distinguish ftom the prtor art.'
